Further study on the need for 
an automatic gate at the Tyler 
Rd. railroad crossing south of 
Red Bluff has been authorized 
by the Public Utilities Com­ 
mission after a petition on the 
matter was turned down by the 
California Supreme Court. 
Since 1965 the question of 
whether the automatic 
gate 
closing asked by the railroad 
is necessary, has been batted 
back and forth by the PUC and 
Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany. A ruling in 1967 by the 
PUC made it necessary for the 
SP to install flashing warning 
lights at the crossing and the 
railroad company appealed that 
decision. The company then pe­ 
titioned the state court to rule on 
their request for gates at the 
crossing, a petition which the 
court turned down. 
In the meantime Tehama Coun­ 
ty was billed $4,075.02 for its 
share of the warning lights in­ 
stallation.

Salary Differences Show Up 


Many differences in Tehama 
County employe classifications 
and salary rates have been sug­ 
gested by the California State 
Personnel Board in its survey 
of the county employe situation. 
Preliminary survey 
results 
were presented this week to the 
board of supervisors. 
“ Our intention in this study," 
Charles Lafferty, survey anal­ 
yst, told the supervisors, “ has 
been to develop salary recom­ 
mendations only in terms of 
assigned duties and responsibi- 
llties, and combinations of elec­ 
tive functions. 
“We have employed the same 
classification and salary con­ 
cepts as used for other public 


agency jobs. “ Primarily, he 
said, “ we have developed our 
recommendations for the posi­ 
tions, rather than people." 
Most obvious in salary dif­ 
ferences suggested are those 
for elective county department 
heads. With few exceptions they 
are all now paid about $9,000 
a year for their services. That 
situation would be changed if the 
supervisors decided to act upon 
recommendations set forth in 
the survey, with the most dras­ 
tic change being in favor of the 
assessor-tax collector. 
He presently makes $9,000 and 
would under the survey findings 
be paid anywhere from $11,700

Salary Differences Show Up 


Oops—We Slipped; 
Apologies Extended 
To Supervisor Hoag 


Supervises* George Hoag was 
erroneously 
credited in the 
Daily News yesterday with vo­ 
ting yes on a matter which he 
has consistently opposed. 
Hoag has always been first 
to speak up in favor of placing 
a referendum on Tehama Gen­ 
eral Hospital on the November 
ballot, and has never voted 
against that referendum. 
The listing of those ruling a- 
gainst the matter should have 
read Supervisors Dale Plckell, 
Bill Flournoy and Rudy Brod- 
nansky, not Pickell, Flournoy 
and Hoag. 


Many differences in Tehama 
County employe classifications 
and salary rates have been sug­ 
gested by the California State 
Personnel Board in its survey 
of the county employe situation. 
Preliminary survey 
results 
were presented this week to the 
board of supervisors. 
"Our intention in this study,” 
Charles Lafferty, survey anal­ 
yst, told the supervisors, "has 
been to develop salary recom­ 
mendations only in terms of 
assigned duties and responslM - 
lities, and combinations of elec­ 
tive functions, 
"We have employed the same 
classification and salary con­ 
cepts as used for otter public 


agency jobs. 44Primarily, he 
said, "we have developed our 
recommendations for the posi­ 
tions, rather than people.” 
Most obvious in salary dif­ 
ferences suggested are those 
for elective county department 
heads. With few exceptions they 
are all now paid about $9,000 
a year for their services. That 
situation would be changed if the 
supervisors decided to act upon 
recommendations set forth in 
the survey, with the most dras - 
tic change being in favor of the 
assessor-tax collector. 
He presently makes $9,000and 
would under the survey findings 
be paid anywhere from $11,700 
to, by 1971, $13,530. Decision 


on the top salary to be paid 
the assessor or any other of the 
department heads, depends upon 
choice by the supervisors of one 
or the otter of two salary rec­ 
ommendations from the state 
board. 
The first suggested manner of 
payment for elected officials in 
the next four years is a flat 
rate basis to cover all the years 
to 1971. On that basis the as­ 
sessor, for example, would be 
paid $12,280 beginning this fis­ 
cal year and the same amount 
each of the following years. 
On the otter suggested salary 
method he would begin this year 
at $11,700 and be raised in four 
steps over the succeeding years 


to $13,530 in 1971. 
In presenting survey results 
to the supervisors Charles Laf­ 
ferty, survey analyst for the 
state personnel board, noted 
that elective officials pay prac­ 
tices vary widely from county 
to county. 
In some cases, he said, the 
variations are rational, based 
on comparative duties and re­ 
sponsibilities or on the specific 
combination of elective func­ 
tions. 
In otter cases, Lafferty said, 
factors otter than conventional 
personnel practices determine 
the salaries tor elected offi­ 
cials. Some counties pay each

One 
of the most successful 
businesses 
in the city of Red 
Bluff 
is 
a small shop brain­ 
stormed, managed, and opera­ 
ted by a handful of determin­ 
ed local ladies. This is the Hope 
Chest, a non-profit establish­ 
ment staffed solely by volunteer 
help. 
The Hope Chest, located in the 
Bank of America annex on Main 
St., serves a double function in 
the 
community. 
It 
provides 
needed articles of every size 
and description at a reasonable 
cost to local r e s i d e n t sand 
turns all profits from the sale 
of these articles over tothe Fa­ 
mily Service Agency. 


But even when one runs a to­ 
tally volunteer operation there 
are 
a few expenditures. The 
Hope 
Chest pays 
for some 
utilities such as telephone ser­ 
vice; but since the shop open­ 
ed in October of 1965, the Bank 
of America has donated all oth­ 
er utilities as well as the build­ 
ing. 
Frequently 
organization 
m e m b e r s 
purchase needed 
items and donate them to the 
Hope Chest rather than cut into 
the profits which will go to the 
Family 
Service Agency. Be­ 
cause of the Hope Chest’s low 
overhead and rapid merchan­ 
dise turnover, it has been able 
to contribute at least $6,000 a 
year to the Family Service A- 
gency during the three years 
of the shop’s existence. This 
amount is approximately one 
third of the Agency’s annual 
budget. 


The Hope Chest will handle 
anything but overstuffed furni­ 
ture. I was amazed at the selec­ 
tion of books on the front coun­ 
ter. Hardbacks, 
paperbacks, 
and 
magazines in addition to 
long playing records and 45s are 
stacked in a long, open cabinet. 
The selections range from re­ 
cent magazines, at five cents 
each, to modern and historical 
novels, as well as the more tra­ 
ditional classics. Old medical 
e n c y c l o p e d i a s , handsomely 
bound in embossed leather, are 
just waiting for a collector to 
discover them. 
Certain articles are always in 
demand at the shop. Men’s work 
c l o t h e s and asserted knick 
knacks are sold out almost as 
fast as they arrive. The staff 
will even have old appliances 
reconditioned, and sell them at a 
reasonable price. All items that 
cannot be used or sold by the 
Hope Chest are given to the Sal­ 


vation Army or another service 
group. 
Between 110 and 120 women 
operate the Hope Chest. Parti­ 
cipants 
range from honorary 
members, who pay $10 a year in 
dues, but do not work in the shop, 
to full membership, which costs 
$2.50 a year and entails 3 hours 
of 
work a month in the shop. 
Needless to say, it is not easy 
to schedule a staff of this size 
into shifts, but the prodigious 
task has been handled very ca­ 
pably 
by 
Mrs. William Met- 
teer, chairman of the schedul­ 
ing committee. 
The attractive new window dis­ 
plays which appear every week 
are under the direction of Mrs. 
Andrew Micke, chairman of the 
display 
committee. The shop 
manager is Mrs. Claude Woody. 
She works closely with the oth­ 
er women who mark, sort, and 
prepare the merchandise. The

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Time To Reassess Nato 
The Soviet government hurled a huge rock into the pond of inter­ 
national 
relationships 
when it sent in armed forces to occupy 
Czechoslovakia. The ripples are spreading rapidly throughout the 
world. 


One immediate effect was seen when Majority Leader Mans­ 
field of the United States Senate announced that he would tem por­ 
arily abandon his efforts to bring about a cutback in U. S. troops 
stationed in Europe. Now, only a few days later, Chancellor Kie- 
singer of West Germany has called for a summit conference of the 
government heads of North Atlantic Treaty Organization countries. 
He believes that such a meeting must determine what can be done 
"to fill this tired workaday operation with life.” 


There is merit in Kiesinger’s proposal. If NATO is to serve its 
purposes of deterrence and readiness, it needs some galvanizing. 
It is important, however, to bear in mind the West German chan­ 
cellor's caution that this should "in no way mean that NATO should 
be instilled with bellicose spirit, but rather with the simple recog­ 
nition of where one stands.” 


One particularly interesting aspect of Kiesinger’s rem arks was 
his hint that the Warsaw Pact countries’ act ion against Czechoslo­ 
vakia might force President De Gaulle back into closer coopera­ 
tion with France’s NATO allies. This may be no more than wishful 
thinking, since De Gaulle has persistently undermined NATO’s in­ 
fluence and has played many variations on the theme of French 
sel -sufficiency and freedom from entanglements — most recently 
after the explosion of France’s first hydrogen bomb a short time 
ago. Kiesinger is quite right, however, in noting that De Gaulle 
knows a European peace settlement is out of the question if " a de­ 
fenseless West Europe confronts an overarmed Russia.” One can 
hope that the West German leader will be able to emphasize the 
point effectively In his September conference with De Gaulle. 
Senator Mansfield’s basic contention that Western European 
governments ought to shoulder a greater share of the NATO de­ 
fense burden, permitting withdrawal of some U.S. troops, remains 
valid. His decision not to press the point for a time is tactical. 
Meanwhile, abroad reassessm ent ofNATO’s powers and responsi­ 
bilities by the heads of the member governments seems in order.

This will be a hard task, and as we enjoy the beach or the moun­ 
tains or the barbecue in our own backyard this Labor Day, let us 
give a thought and our best wishes to American labor and to the 
men and women who must help move it and this nation forward.

DURING the summer and in 
the fall after spending many 
days a t the beach swimming, 
I developed a fungus infection 
in the ears. For a long time 
I have also had athlete's foot. 
Is there any relationship be­ 
tween the two and how can 
they be treated?

Dear Mr. Y : 
The cause of 
athlete's f o o t 
is a fungus or 
mold w h i c h 
seems to flour­ 
ish and luxuri­ 
ate in w a r m 
moist a r e a s . 
The place in 
between 
t h e 
toes is an ex­ 
cellent breeding ground for 
the fungus. The outer ear 
canal harbors the fungus and 
because of the moisture and 
w arm th encourages the prolif­ 
ic growth of it. 
There may be a relationship 
between the fungus in the ear 
and the fungus of the feet. 
The only way that this can be 
definitely established is by mi­ 
croscopic examination and cul­ 
ture. W hether or not it is the 
same fungus is not nearly as 
im portant as the need for ac­ 
tive treatm ent of both condi­ 
tions independently. 
The outer ear canal must be 
actively treated after the fun­ 
gus is removed to be sure that 
it does not take up a position 
underneath 
the 
skin 
from 
which it cannot be driven. 
There are a number of drugs 
which now are used in the ear 
canal to resist the growth of 
the fungus and destroy it. 
Fungus of the ears tends to 
return and treatm ent, there­ 
fore, m ust be persistent if it 
is ever to be cleared up per­ 
manently. 
Fungus of the toes can be 
eradicated by careful drying 
of the feet and by rigid hy- 
genic precautions in pools and 
gymnasiums. There are now 
excellent drugs that can be 
used by mouth and others 
th at are applied directly to 
control fungus infections. Be 
sure th at the shoes are pow­ 
dered with anti-fungal medi­ 
cines to avoid recurrences.

CHICAGO - Hubert Humph­ 
rey's search for a Vice P re s­ 
ident has run into a family feud 
which could only happen in the 
Kentucky mountains o r with die 
Kennedy clan. 
Teddy Kennedy 
doesn't 
want the V ice-P res­ 
idency, but the family has turn­ 
ed thumbs down on Ted's bro­ 
ther-in-law, Sargent Shriver, 
who does. 
And since one reason for put­ 
ting Shriver on the ticket would 
be to get Kennedy family sup­ 
port, this amounts to a firm 
veto. 
Among the Kennedys you play 
for keeps, and envoys for Hu- 
bery Humphrey have found that 
their views on brother-in-law 
Shriver are deadly serious. It 
is based on the family rule of 
succession and dates back to a 
meeting held in the White House 
immediately after the a ssa ssi­ 
nation in Dallas at which time 
It was decided that Robert F. 
Kennedy would pick up the man­ 
tle of his late brother and carry 
on. 
Later, after the tragedy in Los 
Angeles, the family decided that 
brother Edward Kennedy, sole 
surviving male member of the 
family, 
would 
aspire 
to die 
White House but would wait at 
least four years, possibly eight, 
partly because he was young, 
partly because 1968 did not look 
like a good Democratic year. 
FATHER'S AMBITION 
Although patriarch Joseph P. 
Kennedy, now in a wheelchair, 
did not attend these sessions, 
they stemmed from his am bi- 
ton to put his sons in the White 
House. 
When Joseph P. Ken­ 
nedy, Jr., the eldest son, was 
shot down in a plane off the 
coast of Spain during the war, 
his father decreed that the next 
son, John F. Kennedy, should 
run for President. Plans were 
made to elect him to the House 
of Representatives, then the 
Senate. 


Reason for tire family veto of 
Sargent Shriver now is die argu­ 
ment, first that he is not really 
a Kennedy; second, that if he 
were elected Vice President he 
might get in the way of Teddy 
Kennedy's future. 
The country might get fed up 
with a chain of Kennedys run­ 
ning for high office; or the Hum - 
phrey administra.ion, of which 
he 
would 
be a part, might 
become unpopular. 
Shriver, married to Eunice 
Kennedy, oldest of JF K 's s is ­ 
ters, got in wrong with the fam­ 
ily when he accepted the am­ 
bassadorship to France at about 
the time Bobby Kennedy was 
running for President. 
What happened was that P re s ­ 
ident Johnson had offered Shri­ 
ver the ambassadorship last 
winter, about three months be­ 
fore Bob Kennedy saw what 
Gene McCarthy was able to do in 
New Hampshire and jumped into 
the race. 
Shriver's reply to the P re si­ 
dent was that he hoped to run 
In Illinois for governor or the 


UJS. Senate. To give him time 
to explore thisopportunity,LBJ 
kept the ambassadorship open. 
By the time Shriver had made up 
his mind, Bobby had officially 
announced for President against 
LBJ. Thinking this might em ­ 
barrass Shriver, Johnson asked 
Secretary of State Rusk to take 
the precaution of telephoning 
him in Spain, where Shriver 
was vacationing, to make sure 
Bobby's 
announcement would 
not complicate his appointment 
to France. Shriver still wanted 
to serve. 
He was appointed. 
This added to the friction be­ 
tween the Kennedy clan and their 
brother-in-law. 


WELL QUALIFIED 
Vice President Humphrey, in 
looking over 
the 
field for a 
running mate, has found that 
Shriver fills all the vote-get­ 


ting 
qualifications. 
He did a 
good job as head of the Peace 
C orps, where he became iden­ 
tified with young people. As 
head of the anti-poverty pro­ 
gram he became identified with 
Negroes and the problems of the 
big cities. 
However, the alienation of the 
Kennedy 
family 
would undo 
most of these assets. Humph­ 
rey therefore passed the word 
to the Shrivers in P aris re ­ 
garding their opposition. Shri­ 
v e r's wife, Eunice, immediate­ 
ly began serving as tier hus­ 
band's ambassador to remove 
the veto of the Kennedy family. 
F irst she got in touch with her 
m other. Rose Kennedy. 
It's 
doubtful, however, how influ­ 
ential Rose Kennedy is with the 
re st of the family. Jim Bishop, 
in his forthcoming book, "The 
Day Kennedy Was Shot," will 
tell the story of how Jacqueline 
Kennedy did not call her hus­ 
band's mother Rose on the date 
of the Dallas tragedy, it was 
Johnson who did call Rose. Bi­ 
shop was also told by Cardinal 
Cushing of Boston how, when he 
entered 
the 
cathedral at the 
time of John F. Kennedy's fun­ 
eral, he found Mrs. Rose Ken­ 
nedy in the rear and escort­ 
ed her up to one of the front 
pews with the rest of the fam­ 
ily. 
Bishop interviewed M rs. Rose 
Kennedy three months after the 
funeral and learned that she had 
not seen or heard from her 
daughter-in-law Jackie since 
the day of the funeral. 
So it's doubtful whether Mrs. 
Shriver can get much effective 
help from her mother in break­ 
ing down the Kennedy clan's 
taboo on her husband as a 
candidate for Vice President. 
Meanwhile, however, Eunice 
has been wearing a Humphrey 
button in Paris and has made it 
unequivocably clear who she is 
for.

I have read that it is pos­ 
sible to make a diagnosis of an 
actual physical disease by the 
study of handwriting Is this 
really true and w h e r e is it 
done?

Dear Mrs. U.: The science 
of grapho-diagnosis has been 
used in addition to many other 
tests for the diagnosis of dis­ 
ease. It is truly remarkable 
how much knowledge can be 
gathered from handwriting by 
those who are well trained in 
this field.’This study is never 
sufficiently reliable to make 
all other tests unnecessary. 
Rather it does help by adding 
more to the stockpile of infor­ 
mation about the total person. 
Dr. H arry O. Teltscher of 
New York City has been con­ 
ducting a very intensive study 
of handwriting at the Morton 
Prince Institute for Hypno­ 
therapy where patients are 
completely studied for psycho­ 
neurotic patterns to further 
more effective treatm ent. Hyp­ 
nosis is a valuable tool in psy­ 
chotherapy. At the Morton 
Prince Clinic it is used, in ad­ 
dition to all other forms of 
treatm ent, to help reduce the 
long periods of time usually 
needed for therapy. 
Grapho-diagnosis 
is 
also 
used, not as a replacement for 
any known diagnostic method, 
but to help further the ac­ 
cumulation 
og 
knowledge 
about patients. I have been 
impressed by 
some of the 
deep-seated 
emotional 
prob­ 
lems th at have been revealed 
by Dr. Teltscher’s perception 
erf hand - writing. It is well- 
known 
that 
patients 
with 
Parkinson’s Disease and with 
other 
neurological 
problems 
have very distinctive hand­ 
writing. 


THE IRRELEVANCE 
OF MCCARTHY 
CHICAGO — At this sordid, 
half- hamstrung 
Democratic 
National Convention, the most 
striking feature is the irre le ­ 
vance of the loudest noises 
and the people who are mak­ 
ing these noises, conspicuous­ 
ly including Sen. Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy. The place is crawling 
with youthful draft protesters 
and draft dodgers, amateur sec - 
retarles of state recruited from 
the groves of academe, left- 
wing Intellectuals of every pos­ 
sible stripe and other sim ilar 
persons with one unique and to­ 
tal obsession, the Vietnamese 
war. 
They and their chief hero, 
Sen. McCarthy, are irrelevant 
in the first place simply be­ 
cause the total falsity of their 
world-view has just been trag ­ 
ically demonstrated in Czech­ 
oslovakia. All of them were ta ­ 
ken by complete surprise by this 
horrible event, which has been 
an obvious even bet—just better 
than even was Charles E. Boh- 
len’s preinvasion assessm ent 
for President Johnson — for a 
considerable period of time. 
The fatuity and egotism of 
their responses to the heart­ 
rending death of freedom have 
had to be seen to be believed. 
Form er 
Under Secretary of 
State Herbert Hoover assessed 
the Suez invasion as a wicked 
British plot to prevent the re - 
election of President Eisen­ 
hower; but Hoover has now been 
comfortably surpassed. 
On Czechoslovakia, some have 
echoed Hoover on Suez. Sen. 


McCarthy, evidently feeling a 
bit damaged, commented cross­ 
ly that this death of freedom 
was not a very serious m atter. 
And when asked what would be 
serious, he replied that the in­ 
vasion 
of 
France might be 
placed in that category. 
Prof. J. Kenneth Galbraith ex­ 
plained that, although, a very 
modest man, he felt he had a 
great knack of foretelling oth­ 
er 
people’s 
reactions; 
and 
he was sure Czechoslovakia 
would swiftly persuade every­ 
one that Sen. McCarthy was just 
the right man to deal with the 
Kremlin. If Romania is also 
attacked , which begins to seem 
quite possible, the new round of 
McCarthy- Galbraith commen­ 
taries should be even more 
fascinating. 
Yet the impact of Czechoslo­ 
vakia is not the prim e cause of 
the basic irrelevance of the 
McCarthyltes and their con­ 
geners. They are basically ir ­ 
relevant, in fact, because what 
disturbs them so much Is not 
what mainly disturbs the coun­ 
try, and what they all talk about 
so loudly Is not going to be the 
main issue in this election. 
Two recent opinion polls tell 
the story in a pretty grim way. 
Louis 
H arris has just found 
that approximately 60 per cent 
of the voters are 
o p p o s e d t0 
Sen. McCarthy’s two pet Viet­ 
nam remedies; a total bombing 
halt and an imposed coalition 
government, while only a small 
minority support these rem e­ 
dies and the rest are undecided. 
Dr. Gallup has meanwhile dis­ 
covered a defection of 17 per

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Time To Reassess Nato 
The Soviet government hurled a huge rock into the pond of Inter - 
national 
relationships 
when it sent in armed forces to occupy 
Czechoslovakia. The ripples are spreading rapidly throughout the 
world. 


One immediate effect was seen when Majority Leader M ans­ 
field of the United States Senate announced that he would tem por­ 
arily abandon his efforts to bring about a cutback in U. S. troops 
stationed in Europe. Now, only a few days later, Chancellor Kie- 
singer of West Germany has called for a summit conference of the 
government heads of North Atlantic Treaty Organization countries. 
He believes that such a meeting must determine what can be done 
“ to fill this tired workaday operation with life.” 


There is m erit in Kiesinger’s proposal. If NATO is to serve its 
purposes of deterrence and readiness, it needs some galvanizing. 
It is important, however, to bear in mind the West German chan­ 
cellor’s caution that this should “ in noway mean that NATO should 
be instilled with bellicose spirit, but rather with the simple recog­ 
nition of where one stands.” 


One particularly interesting aspect of Kiesinger’s rem arks was 
his hint that the Warsaw Pact countries’ action against Czechoslo­ 
vakia might force President De Gaulle back into closer coopera­ 
tion with France’s NATO allies. This may be no more than wishful 
thinking, since De Gaulle has persistently undermined NATO’s in­ 
fluence and has played many variations on the theme of French 
self-sufficiency and freedom from entanglements — most recently 
after the explosion of France’s first hydrogen bomb a short time 
ago. Kiesinger is quite right, however, in noting that De Gaulle 
knows a European peace settlement is out of the question if “ a de­ 
fenseless West Europe confronts an overarmed Russia.” One can 
hope that the West German leader will be able to emphasize the 
point effectively in his September conference with De Gaulle. 
Senator Mansfield’s basic contention that Western European 
governments ought to shoulder a greater share of the NATO de­ 
fense burden, permitting withdrawal of some U.S. troops, rem ains 
valid. His decision not to press the point for a time is tactical. 
Meanwhile, abroad reassessm ent of NATO’s powers and responsi­ 
bilities by the heads of the member governments seems in order. 


Labor Day 1968 


Labor Day this year falls on the second of September. As the 
last long three-day holiday of the summer, it signals the coming of 
the fall season and pick-up in the tempo of life that is character­ 
istic of this time of year. One of the newest of our national holi­ 
days, Labor Day, is intended as a time to commemorate the con­ 
tributions which labor has made to the economic, social and poli­ 
tical development of the United States. 


With all of its accomplishments and its present position of em ­ 
inence and power, labor has gained a deep responsibility to furth­ 
er the orderly working of the U. S. economy and strengthen this 
nation’s ability to compete in the international marketplace of an 
ever-m ore competitive world. 


This will be a hard task, and as we enjoy the beach or the moun­ 
tains or the barbecue in our own backyard this Labor Day, let us 
give a thought and our best wishes to American labor and to the 
men and women who must help move it and this nation forward.

DURING the summer and in 
the fall after spending many 
days a t the beach swimming, 
I developed a fungus infection 
in the ears. For a long time 
I have also had athlete's foot. 
Is there any relationship be­ 
tween the two and how can 
they be treated?

Dear Mr. Y. : 
The cause of 
athlete's f o o t 
is a fungus or 
mold w h i c h 
seems to flour­ 
ish and luxuri­ 
ate in w a r m 
moist a r e a s . 
The place in 
between 
t h e 
toes is an ex­ 
cellent breeding ground for 
the fungus. The outer ear 
canal harbors the fungus and 
because of the moisture and 
w arm th encourages the prolif­ 
ic grow th of it. 
There may be a relationship 
between the fungus in the ear 
and the fungus of the feet. 
The only way th at this can be 
definitely established is by mi­ 
croscopic examination and cul­ 
ture. W hether or not it is the 
same fungus is not nearly as 
im portant as the need for ac­ 
tive treatm ent of both condi­ 
tions independently. 
The outer ear canal must be 
actively treated after the fun­ 
gus is removed to be sure th at 
it does not take up a position 
underneath 
the 
skin 
from 
which it cannot be driven. 
There are a number of drugs 
which now are used in the ear 
canal to resist the growth of 
the fungus and destroy it. 
Fungus of the ears tends to 
return and treatm ent, there­ 
fore, m ust be persistent if it 
is ever to be cleared up per­ 
manently. 
Fungus of the toes can be 
eradicated by careful drying 
of the feet and by rigid hy- 
genic precautions in pools and 
gymnasiums. There are now 
excellent drugs that can. be 
used by mouth and others 
th a t are applied directly to 
control fungus infections. Be 
sure that the shoes are pow­ 
dered with anti-fungal medi­ 
cines to avoid recurrences.

CHICAGO - Hubert Humph­ 
rey’s search for a Vice P re s­ 
ident has run into a family feud 
which could only happen in the 
Kentucky mountains or with the 
Kennedy clan. 
Teddy Kennedy 
doesn’t 
want die V ice-P res­ 
idency, but the family has turn­ 
ed thumbs down on Ted’s bro­ 
ther-in-law , Sargent Shriver, 
who does. 
And since one reason for put­ 
ting Shriver on the ticket would 
be to get Kennedy family sup­ 
port, this amounts to a firm 
veto. 
Among the Kennedys you play 
for keeps, and envoys for Hu- 
bery Humphrey have found that 
their views on brother-in-law 
Shriver are deadly serious. It 
is based on the family rule of 
succession and dates back to a 
meeting held in the White House 
immediately after the a ssassi­ 
nation in Dallas at which time 
it was decided that Robert F. 
Kennedy would pick up the man - 
tie of his late brother and carry 
on. 
L ater, after the tragedy in Los 
Angeles, the family decided that 
brother Edward Kennedy, sole 
surviving male member of the 
family, 
would aspire 
to the 
White House but would wait at 
least four years, possibly eight, 
partly because he was young, 
partly because 1968 did not look 
like a good Democratic year. 
FATHER’S AMBITION 
Although patriarch Joseph P. 
Kennedy, now in a wheelchair, 
did not attend these sessions, 
they stemmed from his ambi- 
ton to put his sons in the White 
House. 
When Joseph P. Ken­ 
nedy, J r., the eldest son, was 
shot down in a plane off the 
coast of Spain chiring the war, 
his father decreed that the next 
son, John F . Kennedy, should 
run for President. Plans were 
made to elect him to the House 
of Representatives, then the 
Senate. 


Reason for the family veto of 
Sargent Shriver now is the argu­ 
ment, first that he is not really 
a Kennedy; second, that if he 
were elected Vice President he 
might get in toe way of Teddy 
Kennedy’s future. 
The country might get fed up 
with a chain of Kennedys run­ 
ning for high office; or the Hum - 
phrey administraron, of which 
he 
would be a part, might 
become unpopular. 
Shriver, married to Eunice 
Kennedy, oldest of JFK’s s is ­ 
ters, got in wrong with the fam ­ 
ily when he accepted the am­ 
bassadorship to France at about 
the time Bobby Kennedy was 
running for President, 
What happened was teat P re s ­ 
ident Johnson had offered Shri­ 
ver the ambassadorship last 
winter, about three months be­ 
fore Bob Kennedy saw what 
Gene McCarthy was able to do in 
New Hampshire and jumped into 
the race. 
Shriver’s reply to tee P re si­ 
dent was that he hoped to run 
In Illinois for governor or tee 


U.S. Senate. To give him time 
to explore this opportunity, LBJ 
kept the ambassadorship open. 
By the time Shriver had made up 
his mind, Bobby had officially 
announced for President against 
LBJ. Thinking this might em ­ 
b arrass Shriver, Johnson asked 
Secretary of State Rusk to take 
the precaution of telephoning 
him in Spain, where Shriver 
was vacationing, to make sure 
Bobby’s announcement would 
not complicate his appointment 
to France. Shriver still wanted 
to serve. 
He was appointed. 
This added to tee friction be­ 
tween the Kennedy clan and their 
brother-in-law . 


WELL QUALIFIED 
Vice President Humphrey, in 
looking over 
the 
field for a 
running mate, has found that 
Shriver fills all the vote-get­ 


ting 
qualifications. 
He did a 
good job as head of the Peace 
Corps, where he became iden­ 
tified with young people. As 
head of the anti-poverty pro­ 
gram he became identified with 
Negroes and the problems oí the 
big cities. 
However, the alienation of tee 
Kennedy family 
would undo 
most of these assets. Humph­ 
rey therefore passed the word 
to the Shrivers in P aris re ­ 
garding their opposition. Shri­ 
ver’s wife, Eunice, immediate­ 
ly began serving as her hus­ 
band’s ambassador to remove 
the veto of the Kennedy family. 
F irst she got in touch with her 
mother, Rose Kennedy. 
It’s 
doubtful, however, how influ­ 
ential Rose Kennedy is with the 
re st of the family. Jim Bishop, 
in his forthcoming book, “ The 
Day Kennedy Was Shot,” will 
tell tee story of how Jacqueline 
Kennedy did not call her hus­ 
band’s mother Rose on the date 
of the Dallas tragedy, it was 
Johnson who did call Rose. B i­ 
shop was also told by Cardinal 
Cushing of Boston how, when he 
entered 
tee 
cathedral at the 
time of John F . Kennedy’s fun­ 
eral, he found M rs. Rose Ken­ 
nedy in the rear and escort­ 
ed her up to one of the front 
pews with the re st of tee fam­ 
ily. 
Bishop interviewed M rs. Rose 
Kennedy three months after the 
funeral and learned that she had 
not seen or heard from her 
daughter-in-law 
Jackie since 
tee day of the funeral. 
So it’s doubtful whether Mrs. 
Shriver can get much effective 
help from her mother in break­ 
ing down tee Kennedy clan’s 
taboo on her husband as a 
candidate for Vice President. 
Meanwhile, however, Eunice 
has been wearing a Humphrey 
button in P aris and has made it 
unequivocably clear atoo she is 
for.

I have read that it is pos­ 
sible to make a diagnosis of an 
actual physical disease by the 
study of handwriting.

Dr. H arry O. Teitscher of 
New York City has been con­ 
ducting a very intensive study 
of handwriting at the Morton 
Prince Institute for Hypno­ 
therapy where patients are 
completely studied for psycho­ 
neurotic patterns to further 
more effective treatm ent. Hyp­ 
nosis is a valuable tool in psy­ 
chotherapy. At the 
Morton 
Prince Clinic it is used, in ad­ 
dition to all other form s of 
treatment, to help reduce the 
long periods of time usually 
needed for therapy. 
Grapho-diagnosis 
is 
also 
used, not as a replacement for 
any known diagnostic method, 
but to help further the ac­ 
cumulation 
og 
knowledge 
about patients. I have been 
impressed by some of the 
deep-seated 
emotional 
prob­ 
lems th at have been revealed 
by Dr. Teltscher’s perception 
of hand - writing. It is well- 
known 
th at 
patients 
with 
Parkinson’s Disease and with 
other 
neurological 
problems 
have very distinctive hand­ 
writing.

THE IRRELEVANCE 
OF MCCARTHY 
CHICAGO - At this sordid, 
half- hamstrung 
Democratic 
National Convention, the most 
striking feature is the irre le ­ 
vance of the loudest noises 
and the people who are mak­ 
ing these noises, conspicuous­ 
ly including Sen. Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy. The place is crawling 
with youthful draft protesters 
and draftdodgers, amateur sec­ 
retaries of state recruited from 
the groves of academe, left- 
wing intellectuals of every pos­ 
sible stripe and other sim ilar 
persons with one unique and to­ 
tal obsession, the Vietnamese 
war. 
They and their chief hero, 
Sen. McCarthy, are irrelevant 
in the first place simply be­ 
cause the total falsity of their 
world-view has just been trag ­ 
ically demonstrated In Czech­ 
oslovakia. All of them were ta­ 
ken by complete surprise by this 
horrible event, which has been 
an obvious even bet—just better 
than even was Charles E. Boh- 
len’s preinvasion assessm ent 
for President Johnson — for a 
considerable period of time. 
The fatuity and egotism of 
their responses to the heart­ 
rending death of freedom have 
had to be seen to be believed. 
Form er 
Under 
Secretary of 
State Herbert Hoover assessed 
the Suez invasion as a wicked 
B ritish plot to prevent the re - 
election of President Eisen­ 
hower; but Hoover has now been 
comfortably surpassed. 
On Czechoslovakia, some have 
echoed Hoover on Suez. Sen. 


McCarthy, evidently feeling a 
bit damaged, commented cro ss­ 
ly that this death of freedom 
was not a very serious m atter. 
And when asked what would be 
serious, he replied that the in­ 
vasion 
of 
France might be 
placed in that category. 
Prof. J. Kenneth Galbraith ex­ 
plained that, although, a very 
modest man, he felt he had a 
great knack of foretelling oth­ 
er 
people’s 
reactions; 
and 
he was sure Czechoslovakia 
would swiftly persuade every­ 
one that Sen. McCarthy was just 
the right man to deal with the 
Kremlin. If Romania is also 
attacked , which begins to seem 
quite possible, the new round of 
McCarthy- Galbraith commen­ 
taries should be even more 
fascinating. 
Yet the impact of Czechoslo­ 
vakia is not the prim e cause of 
the basic irrelevance of the 
McCarthyites and their con­ 
geners. They are basically i r ­ 
relevant, in fact, because what 
disturbs them so much is not 
what mainly disturbs the coun­ 
try, and what they all talk about 
so loudly is not going to be the 
main issue in this election. 
Two recent opinion polls tell 
the story in a pretty grim way. 
Louis 
H arris has just found 
that approximately 60 per cent 
of the voters are opposed to 
Sen. McCarthy’s two pet Viet­ 
nam remedies; a total bombing 
halt and an imposed coalition 
government, while only a sm all 
minority support these rem e­ 
dies and the rest are undecided. 
Dr. Gallup has meanwhile d is­ 
covered a defection of 17 per

Nixon, and of 19 per cent of 
normal Democrats to George 
Wallace. 
The Gallup figures are the 
most significant. After all, nor­ 
mal 
Democrats 
are not de­ 
fecting to Nixon or to Wallace 
because 
of 
Vietnam. Nixon’s 
stand on Vietnam is perceptl- . 
bly stronger and more realis­ 
tic than that of any announced 
Democratic candidate, includ­ 
ing Vice President Hubert Hum - 
phrey. 
Wallace’s 
stand 
is 
extrem e. 
The causes of these defections 
are in fact the growth of preju­ 
dice, the increase of fear, the 
rising concern about the race 
problems that are perceptible 
«i every side. The mood of the 
country is clearly revealed by 
the share of the total national 
vote — close on 60 per cent— 
that is currently going to Nixon 
and Wallace together. 
In New York, Nixon made many 
prom ises to Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller that he would not 
seek a majority by competing 
with Wallace. Just before, in 
California, one of Nixon’s chief 
strategists confided to a friend­ 
ly news magazine that he would 
do precisely what he told Gov. 
Rockefeller he would not do. 
Nixon is no racist, certainly; 
but the mathematics of the elec­ 
tion and the country's obvious 
mood are factors to which Nix­ 
on, given the nature oí the man, 
is almost bound to respond. And 
President Nixon, partly elected 
by votes taken from George 
Wallace, with a Congress elec­ 
ted in the same manner, ought 
to be what the latí Sen. Van- 
denberg used to call a “ vivid 
contemplation” for all the ex­ 
cited noisemakers here in Chi­ 
cago.
